sistant secretary and the adjutant geustal, 
or military secretary as he then was. Gen. 
Oliver, the Assistant secretary, is a taar- 
tinet of the militia stripe, and Ainsworth 
never commanded a company of soldiers in 
his life, having been an army doctor, - where 
he made a success subsequently kesping the 
military records of ther rebellion and who 
was promoted by congressional action in 
spite of the bitter protests of the officers ot 
the regular army. 

President Roosevelt, Assistant Secretary 
Oliver, and Adjt. Gen. Ainsworin are re- 
sponsible for the whole unfortucate Browns- 
ville episode so far as the war department 
is concerned, and Secretary Taft was not 
even consulted for the reasoliz stated. It 
should be said that President Roosevelt has

Believed Move Necessary. 

The president belfeved at the time, and he

ment to shoot down innocent civilians. But 
there is no Taft in all this.

Acts on Woman’s Plea. 

After consultation with me she decided to 
go to the secretary of war and make a final 
plea to have the order stayed. President 
Roosevelt was then just arriving at the 
Ist bnus of Panama. There was no one who 
had real authority to delay the execution of 
the order which had been written by him 
personally and published the night after the 
election in November, 1006. Mrs. Terrell, by 
the exercise of great persistence, made her 
way to Secretary Taft. She talked so con- 
vincingly that the secretary exercised his 
discretion to the extent of issuing an order 
directing the officers at\the post to which the 
colored soldiers bad been removed to delay 
the final discharge until further orders. 
Then the secretary of war cabled to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt at Panama. 

After a day or two of delay a response came 
from the president, and it was couched in 
the most peremptory terms, ordering the 
immediate discharge of the colored troops. 
Thereupon Secretary Taft, in duty bound, 
revived the original orders and the discharge 
of the troops proceeded as originally directed 
by the president in the secretary’s absence. 


Disobeys Roosevelt’s Order. 


These are facts, not surmises. The action 
taken by Secretary Taft was extraordinary 
and old army officers etood aghast at it. It 
is not customary for a subordinate to suspend 
the order of his superior officer, and yet 
that is exactly what Secretary Taft did, 
and he did it not in response to powerful 
influence of politicians, but in answer to the’ 
pleadings, the prayers, and the implorings 
of an inteHigent and devoted colored woman. 

Such a condition of affairs ought to dispose 
of the Brownsville incident as a political 
menace to Secretary Taft, and-it will dispose 
of it if the colored people in the northern 
states are half as intelligent as they are 
supposed to be.

was able to work into the confidence of that 
man and through him into all the secrets

His final achievement Was persuading one 
of the five to turn state's evidence, and he 
would have closed the case with the arrest 
and conviction of all of them had not his 
witness fied from the country in fear of his 
Ute. An effort was made to arrést him as 
he boarded a steamship at New York, but he 
eluded the detectives. Lacking his testi- 
mony, the state did not arrest his confeder- 
ates, and becoming suepicious that they were 
closely watched they, too, left Kenosha.

MANY JOINING ASSOCIATION. 


State Bar Convention Will Be Held in 
Chicago June 25 and 26.

Discussion of the relations of lawyers with 
trusts and industrial combinations wil) be 
the feature of the convention of the Illinois 
State Bar association, which will be held 
in Chicago June 25 and 26.

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LOCAL PARKS BERLIN MODEL 


System Commended in Connec- 
tion with Schiller Memorial. 


‘LIBRARY IDEA IS PRAISED. 


Feature May Become Part of German 
Tribute to Poet.

[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

BERLIN, June 21.—Chicago park ideas 
have been put forth as a model for Berlin. 
Germany's capital recently decided to es- 
tablish a new park in the north end of the 
city and name it after Schiller. A prize com- 
petition was held for the best ideas of bea uti- 
fying it, but the most original things that the 
competitors could devise were stereotyped 
statues, landscape gardening, set allegorical 
figures typifying poet and drama, and 
some characters of Schiller's most famous 
works, 

Ernest Schulse, secretary, general of the 
German poet's memorial fund, today 
launched a project for establishing in the 
park a public library and reading room on the 
model of those he said enjoy a flourishing ex- 
istence in the south park system of Chicago. 

It is a remarkable fact.“ said Dr. Schuize, 
“that. although the municipal government 
of Chicago has no speciaPreputation, its park 
authorities accomplish admirable results.“ 

Then he recited statistics proving the 
success of the south park libraries and read- 
ing rooms, and suggested that Berlin cannot 
honor the memory of Schiller in a more ideal 
way than by borrowing the Chicago idea. 


SCULPTOR NEED NOT WORRY; 
PLENTY OF MONEY ON HAND. 


Trustees of Lafayette Monument Fund 
Deny Paris Reports and C. G. Dawes 
Is Confident of Surplus. 


There is enough money in the Lafayette 
monument fund to defray the entire cost of 
the statue. This announcement was made 
yesterday following the cabled reports from 
Paris that Paul W. Bartlett, the sculptor of 
the statue, was only half paid, and was hav- 
ing great difficulty in collecting the rest of 
hie money. The fund fepresents the con- 
tributions of thousands of American school 
children. 

Neither Charles G. Dawes, president of 
the Central Trust company, and one of the 
trustees of the fund, nor Ferdinand W. Peck, 
former president of the Lafayette Monument 
association, would say definitely just how 
much enough is. Mr. Dawes said he 
felt confident that after Mr. Bartlett had 
been paid in full there would be 4 surplus, 
because the original fund amounted to about 
$130,000, and Mr. Bartlett's commission for 
executing the statue was only $55,000. 

All reports suggesting that the fund is low, 
it is declared, have originated from friction 
between the anxious members of the com- 
mitteé, who seemed to be getting small re- 
turns for their thousands, and Bartlett, who 
seemed to be getting small comfort from 
their use. ‘ 

Some of the money is deposited with the 
Central Trust company,” said Mr. Dawes, 
„ We have several thousand other accounts 
I do not carry them in my head, and I do not 
happen to know how much this one amounts 
to. Neither do I know how much is in the 
fund, but there is enough. It will pay Mr. 
Bartlett and all other expenses and leave a 
surplus.“

Chicagoans in Attack on Platform. 

The South Chicago trade and labor assem- 
bly was the organization which sought to 
attack the candidacy of William Taft by 
condemning the national convention. It was 
plain that a majority of the delegates feared 
the resolution would have a bad effect. The 
committee which reported it out voted not 
to concur. Delegate Hardy of Chicago 
moved that it be referred to the next-state 
convention of the State Federation of Labor, 
which meets three weeks before election. 
President Wright held that the motion was 
out of order, as the resolution referred to a 
clearly political matter without the scope of 
the convention.

Woolley Declares Power of Saloon Is

Saratoga, N. F., June 21.— The evils of the 
liquor traffic and the progress of prohibition 
were themes dwelt upon by John G. Woolley 
of Chicago in an address today before the 
world’s temperance congress. Mr. Woolley 
was the prohibition candidate for president 
in 1900. Mr. Woolley today said: 

At every stage in the settlement of this 
nation the liquor traffic was and is the ad- 
vance agent of physical, commercial. social, 
and political degradation. In the light of 
medical science aj the present time there is 
good reason to suspect that the poor bodily 
stamina of the Jamestown colonists was due 
to strong drink. 

“The seeds of the commercial Whirlwind 
we are reaping now, however sown, have 
been watéred and fertilized, not only with the 
poison output of the liquor trade but also 
and chiefly with the poison. principle that 
money getting is the chtef end of civil) Up- 
erty. It is even clearer that the combina- 
tion of job chasers and captains of knavery 
that have fooled and fleeced the people have 
ha d the top root of their despotism in the 
liquor traffic. 

The rape of the franchises in New York 
city was made possible by Tammany: and 
Tammany is politics run by saloon power. 
The bold continuous robbery of the state 
of Pennsylvania and the city of Philadel- 
phia would be unimaginable in the absence 
of the saloon centered general corruption.

June 31.—Mme Techal- 
kovsky yesterday visited her husband, Nich- 
olas Tschaikovsky, a member of the Russian 
revolutionists, in the fértrees of St. Peter 
and St. Paul. Last evening it was announced 
that the examination of M. “*Tschaikoveky 
ad been completed and that he must ap- 
pear before the court martial on a charge of 
‘high treason. “ “ 

Wite Says He Knows Little. 

Mme. Techaikoveky said today that her 
husband was not aware of the imminence of 
his trial and was unacquainted with the con- 
tents of the indictment found against him. 

During the seven months’ investigation 
the police have sought to connect him with 
several terrorist groups diecovered in St. 
Petersburg, but evidence Is lacking. Full 
records. however, have been prepared of 
Techaikovaky's activity during the reign 
of Alexander II., when he was a student at 
the university here.

This began as long ago as April, 1493, when 
Columbus here presented to Isabel and Fer- 
dinand the report of his first voyage and the 
first gold brought across the Atlantic. Ul- 
tramar, the Spantards called their world 
across the seas, and so many good things to 
eat came from Ultramar that the commonest 
name for grocery in Spain fs a shop of ultra- 
marinos. 

The department of Ultramar in the Spanish 
cabinet has been abolished now, with the 
strange result that place hunting politicians 
are bluer than when their ultramarine asso- 
cilations. were stronger. 

Like the capable men they are, the Barce- 
lona merchants are developing new trade re- 
lations to take the place of the old, and the 
loss of the colonies may be In the end a

Barcelona is one of the oldest cities in 
Spain; preserving in its name the memory ot 
its founder, the Carthagenian general, Ha- 
milcar Barca, father of the great Hannibal, 
and in the name of its citadel, Montjuich, the 
memory of Roman days, when the hill was 
called Mons Jovis; the hill of Jupiter. 

The principal street of the old town, a wide 


oad, shallow stream flowed 
where the mbla fs today. The center of 
the street is occupied by a promenade, while 
wheeled traffic keeps to the sides, as in some 
of our boulevards, 

Hotels, cafés, and business offices line this 
street, which comes to an end at the water’s 
edge, where the Columbus monument rises. 
And there are fascinating shops on it also, 
reminding one by their variety of Spanish 
wares of the fact that ever since the day of 
Isabella Barcelona has exported the land’s 
commercial treazsures—the armor of Sego- 
via, the fine steel of Toledo, silver work of 
Valladolid, woolens from Cuenca; adding to 
these today perfumeries, liqueurs, and choc- 
olate, made in her monasteries. 

In the new part of the city there la at every 
corner of a block a broad opening like a little 
park, often with a fountain, a statue, or a 
flower garden in the middie, giving an air 
of spaciousness, 

Wealth and beauty of situation combine to 
make the place delightful. Its level plains 
look up to mountains, its heights command 
fair visions of the sea; it is a land of trees 
and flowers; balmy breezes from the Medi- 
terranean equalize the southern heat and 
make the winters fine. 

Two cities unite to share these blessings, 
the old town of narrow, winding streets, con- 
structed for defense, and the new town, less 
than forty years old, buflt for comfort, with 
broad straight avenues, fine buildings, parks, 
and: promenades, 

The recent great exposition in Barcelona 
has left its traces in buildings of permanent 
construction. But best of all about the city’s 
atmosphere is its light hearted gayety, which 
seems to sip sweet nectar from out the golden

began to see visions of heavy hedging sales 
which, at the present narrow condition of the 
trade, would prove unusually burdensome. 
The prospects for a bumper crop of spring 
wheat offset to a large extent any anxiety 
in regard to a modest yield of the winter 
variety. Foreign markets were weak and 
crop prospects abroad were decidedly im- 
proved. 


Damage from Rains Slight. 

The burden of the reports from crop ex- 
perts in the field was that so far little dam- 
age had resulted from the excessive rains, 
but absolutely perfect weather is required 
from now until harvesting is completed. 
It was also admitted that the damage from 


Hessian fly earlier in the season, which only | 


becomes apparent at harvest time, was 
greater than supposed, thus precluding any- 
thing ke a bumper crop. Rains in the 
northwest were a source of alarm to a few 
traders, but were ignored by the generality 
of speculators. The chief danger resulting 
from the excessive rains now in the spring 
wheat country would seem to be to make 
the crop more or less susceptible to rust 
later on in the season. 

From a statistical standpoint the wheat 
situation is ag bullish as the crop outlook 
at the moment is bearish. But one thing is 
noted as bearish in the old crop position— 
the discouraging demand for the cash stuff. 
Stocks here and abroad are the lightest in 
years, and primary receipts indicate that 
the old wheat back in the country ie ex- 
tremely light. Another sharp decrease in 
the visible here and approximately 5,000,000 
bu loss in world’s stocks indicated the strong 
position, but, in the absence of cash buying 
andthe indifference of the foreign buyer, had 
little effect marketwise. The visible ee 
ie now 18,624,000 bu, or 29,886,000 bu less 
than a year ago.
